The eor^&iasion form of municipa 
government substitutes for the may- 
or and board of aldermen a commis- 
sion of five men. elected by the peo- 
ple just as they would elect assembly- 
meavor aldermen. Each of these five 
name have special supervision, such 
as the police, the fire department, or 
water supply. There is no magic in 
the number five, any community 
which wants a commission of fifteen 
or of three can have it. 

The mayor is one of the board and 
has very little authority. Virtually, 
he is simply the chairman of the 
commission, with not much more 
privilege than the right to call them 
to order. 

The commission form of govern- 
ment, as usually understood, may be 
illustrated with the system adopted 
in Des Moines, Iowa. 

The general plan is that the citi- 
zens by primary may nominate can- 
didates for mayor and four commis- 
sioners, who shall have complete 
charge of town business, legislature, 
executive and judicial. Any person 
can be nominated by a petition of 25 
citizens. The 10 candidates having 
the highest vote at the primary two 
weeks later are submitted to the 
citizens for an election, and the five 
candidates having the highest votes 
at this election comprise the city 
council, with full powers— legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial. They 
manage the business as completely 
as the board of directors could man 
age the business of a bank. 

There are five department*, as 
follows: First a department of public 
affairs; second a department of ac- 
counts and finance; third a depart- 
ment of public safety; de- 
partment of streets; and fifth, a 
department of parks and public 
property. 

The Mayor, by virtue of his office, 
has charge of the department of 
pudlic affairs, with general super- 
vision over the other departments, 
and receives a salary of not over $3,- 
500. The other commissioners re- 
ceive a salary of not over $3,000. 
The council, by majority vote, ap- 
points all other officials of the town 
—city clerk, solicitor, tax assessor, 
police judge, treasurer, auditor, civ- 
il engineer, city physician, marshal, 
chief of fire department, street com- 
missioner, library trustee and all 
other necessary officers. These se- 
lections are made under a board of 
civil service commissioners. Each 
commissioner appoints the subordin- 
ate employees in his own department 
and each commissioner is held 
ponsible for the successful 
ment of his department. 

Extreme pains are taken to pre- 
vent fraud in the elections. For in- 
tance, the fullest publicity is re- 
source and the manner of exper di- 
tures are required to be reported 
under oath. No officer or employee 
is permitted to be interested, direct- 
ly or indirectly, in any contract with 
the city or in any public service cor- 
porations, or to accept any free ser- 
vice therefrom. 

All franchises or right to use the 
streets, highways, or public places 
of the city can be granted, reuwwed 
or extended only by ordinance, and 
every franchise or grant for inter-

urban or street railways, gas or 
water works, Hectric light or power 
plants, heat in* plants, telegraph or 
telephone systems, or public service 
utilities, must be authorized or ap- 
proved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon at a general or special 
e ection. 

Every motion, reso'ution and ordi- 
nance of the council must be in writ- 
ing, and the vote of every member 
of the council, for and against it, 
must be recorded . The council is re- 
quired to print and effectively distri- 
bute eaeh month, in phaosphletfrom, 
a detailed, itemized statement of all 
receipts and expenses and a summary 
of itsfsjoeeedingsduring the preceed- 
ina; month. At the end of each 
month the council must cause a full 
and complete examination of all the 
booka and accounts of the city to be 
made by competent accountants and 
publish the report in phamphlet 
form. 

Every ordinance or resolution ap- 
propriating money or ordering any 
street improvements or sewer, or 
making or authorizing any contract 
or granting any franchise, must be 
complete in its fina' form and re- 
main on file with the dty clerk for 
public inspection at least one week 
before its final passage or adoption. 

Nothing is permitted to be done in 
secrecy or in the dark. The public 
business is public. 

Ward lines are abolished in the 
choice of the city commissioners, so 
that each citizen votes for each com- 
missioner both in nominating and 
electing him. Partisanship is elimi- 
nated. No party emblems are per 
mitted on the ticket, but the candi 
dates In seri 

designation, and are nominated 
elected as far as possible on 
ground of personal fitness. 

In Galveston the city government 
was given into the hands of five men, 
three of whom under the original 
charter were appointed by the gov- 
ernor and two elected by the peo- 
ple. By a decision of the supreme 
court, the choosing of all the com- 
missioners was subsequently made 
elective. 

There is a Mayor, or general man- 
ager, and four managers of particu- 
lar departments. All power resides 
in the commission. A majority vote 
of the body is final. 

The mayor is presiding officer and 
general manager of the affairs of the 
city, but he has no power beyond his 
vote as commissioner, except some 
minor abilities to act in case of emer- 
gency. The commissioners must 
also come to the board to 
act. The commission at its first 
meeting divided its departments 
among its members by vote under 
these four heads: Commissioner of 
finance and revenue, police and fire 
commissioner, commissioner of street 
and public property, and water 
works and sewerage commissioner. 

The plan does not insure good gov- 
ernment; no mere system can do 
that. The people must be alert, in- 
terested in the city and its adminis- 
tration and ready to act if their in- 
terests are not guarded . No scheme 
of government can take the place of 
these qualities on the part of citi-

McLean College, one of Hopkins- 
ville's oldest educational institutions, 
has changed hands and will be closed 
this week and will not reopen for the 
present. It becomes the property of 
Transylvania University. The fol- 
lowing statement was given out yes- 
terday: 

It is hereby announced that over- 
tures of McLean College to Transyl- 
vania University soliciting that the 
former may be merged into the lat- 
ter have met with favorable res- 
ponse and been agreed to; and that 
the College will conclude its work 
here at the end of this week. 

To this announcement it is desired 
to add a short but explicit explana- 
tion to all the friends of McLean 
College who may not be already con- 
versant with the causes of its pres- 
ent plana and purposes. 

After the fire of February. 1912. 
which destroyed Rash Hall, money 
snd other assets were Becured, which 
together with certain real estate pro- 
posed to be alienated if necessary, 
were sufficient for the rebuilding of 
that hall without incurring debt. No 
provision, however, was made in ad- 
vance for furnishing and equipping 
the new building. This was because 
in order to rebuild in time for school 
in the autumn the contract must be 
let without delay; for it bad requir- 
ed until about June 1st to cover the 
contract price of the building itself. 
And the prospect of the means with 
which to furnish and equip seemed 
to conservative friends and business 
men very good. Suffice it. that pros- 
pect was not realized and debt of 
course has resulted. 

Also at the time of letting the con- 
tract for the new building there 
seemed to be good prospect of a be- 
ginning of endowment. Bat after al- 
most two years of expensive effort 
practically nothing is done in this di- 
rection. On the contrary, something 
of the expense of the effort has gone 
to swell indebtedness. 

Also the fire of course left the 
school itself in a disabled and some- 
wnai uisoraea conamon wnicn nas 
continued until now and has made it 
necessary for the Trustees to remit 
the rentals hitherto paid by the man- 
agement and in addition 
providing an extra 
eral months. 

Also the College has received from 
time to time gifts of considerable 
sums on the annuity plan, i. e.sums 
for which interest is paid daring the 
life time of the donor. Some $12.- 
000 of such gifts make their regular 
drafts for interest. 
And besides drought and reports of 
typhoid fever among students as 
having originated at the College 
greatly reduced the number of mar- 
ticulates for this year and thus ren- 
dered more difficult the maintenance 
of the school within and the appeal 
for endowment without. 

In a word, about $20,000 in cash is 
needed to meet the indebtedness of 
the College. A long term obligation 
of $6,000 more is to be cared for. In 
addition, annuities on about $12,000 
must be paid. The interesting bear- 
ing obligations of the school are thus 
not far from $37,000 Against these 
there are some subscriptions and 
other assets apart from the real es- 
tate of the school amounting to sev- 
eral thousand dollars, but they are 
not now available. Meantime inter- 
est and other fixed expenses go on.

New York. Dec. 14. — A 500-year 
old boy came to New York this after- 
noon in a wooden box 10x12x6 inches. 
The boy was 12 years old when mum- 
mified some five centuries ago. The 
mummy was found in the mountains 
of Peru by Thomas O. Taylor, of 
Montreal, and was admitted into the 
country without payment of duty 
under the clause in the traffic provid- 
ing for the free entry of antiqui- 
ties. 

Mr. Taylor said that he thought 
the mummy was that of an Incaboy. 
The centuries it had spent within 
the tomb had failed to dim the luster 
of its short black hair. The body 
was embalmed with the head drawn 
down to the knees and had shrunk 
to but a fraction of its original pro- 
portions.

The death of Col. Joe F. Foard oc- 
cured Wednesday morning st 11 
o'clock st his home, Natchet, Miss. 
The body was placed in a vault there, 
and later will be moved to this city 
for interment. 

Col. Foard was well known In Hop- 
kinsville, where he was formerly 
prominent in business circles. He 1 
was owner and operator of the Hecla 
Coal Company, with his mines at 
Etrlington, Ky., and divided time 
between Earlington and Hopkinsville. 
About thirteen years ago he moved 
moved to Mississippi, but is still re- 
membered by a large number of 
friend*, to whom the rews of his 
death will come as a great shock. 

During the four years of the civil 
war Col. Foard under the colors of 
the Confedercy, enlisted from Ken 
tucky as a member of Dibrel.'s cal- 
vary, winnirg the rank of major and 
establishing a record for interpid 
bravery.

NEED FOR CARE IN SWEEPING 



Effective Removal of Duet Without 
Unpleasant Reaulta Requires Care 

in Operation. 

Sweeping ahonld bm a process of 

complete and careful removal of dirt. 
Ita purpose twine; to aeather the coarse 
dirt with the attached dual, and Its 
aim to acatter aa little of this duat aa 
poaalble Into the air. In order to pre- 
vent a transfer of dirt from one place 
to atiothr r In order to aweep oarpeta 
and ruga effectively a somewhat In 
flexible, atlff broom la beat, becauae 
It reaches Into the depreealona and 
among the libera to dlalodge the dirt, 
aays Mother's Magaslne. If the broom 
la too dry It will anap and throw off 
a great deal of duat, conaequently It is 
alwaya beat to have the broom a little 
damp ao that It will hold the dirt 
down and keep it all together. 

The raising of duat la always more 
or leaa of a problem. But with abort, 
light, wiping, overlapping movementa. 
and then by the atopplng of the broom 
on the floor Instead of In the air, moat 
of the Inertia of the rising dust cur- 
rent may be overcome. In removing 
the gathered dirt from the floor to the 
dustpan, which la another occasion for 
duat to And ita way back to the car- 
pet. If a newspaper dampened can be 
fitted over the duatpan and made to 
stand up as far aa possible at the back 
and aldea a aurprlalng amount of fly- 
ing duat will be collected In this way.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS OF VALUE 

Beat Method of Sweetening Jars or 
Tina — How to Aacertaln If 
Coffee la Pure. 

To sweeten Jara and tins which have 
contained tobacco, onlona or anything 
elae of strong odor, waah the article 
clean, then nil It with fresh earth, 
cover It and let it stand for 24 hours. 
Then waah It and dry it and It will 
be quite sweet and fit for use. 

If you wish to know whether your 
coffee is pure sprinkle a small quan- 
tity on the aurface of a tumbler of 
water. Pure coffee floats; the adulter- 
ated article sinks to the bottom and 
discolors the water. This is a sim- 
ple but effective test. 

To remove fruit stains from table- 
cloths, cover with powdered starch 
and leave this in the stain for a few 
hours. All the discoloration will then 
be absorbed by the starch. 

In cases of Illness where Ice Is not 
procurable for cooling the head of 
feverish patients, cut a strip of cucum- 
ber, peel rather thick and lay the in- 
ner part on the forehead. It Is dell-

In a sewer for a month, a painter H 
Milan, Italy, has jnst been rescued 
from his unwhoUsome position. 
Bome workmen who were repairing 
tie city sewers— the largest in Italy, 
extending over 800 mi lea— were 
Startled by the apparition of a gaunt, 
tattered man covered with mod, who 
in a much exhausted state invoked 
their aid. The roan was rescued 
with difficulty and conveyed to hos- 
pital, where food and restoratives 
were given him. He said he was • 
painter, aged eighteen. A month 
ago, while sleeping in the open air, 
he was assaulted by three hooligans, 
who robbed him and then threw him 
into the sewer. By sheer force of 
will he hsd succeeded in living a 
month underground, continually 
wandering along the sewers, ,daily 
trying to find an exit, groping in 
the darkness, fighting rots, eating 
refuse and drinking filthy water. The 
painter's exhaustion is so greaj that 
he requires three months' hospital 
treatment before his recovery is cer- 
tain.

RELIC OF DI8TANT PAST. 

There is now in the natural his- 
tory museum at Paris a fine speci- 
men of mammoth with the flesh 
parts preserved to a certain extent.
